Rome, Aug. 15. 

HE firft Advice of the Battel of 
Luzara between the Imperialifts 
and the French, was brought to 
the Pope on Sunday lait by a 
Courier from the Legate of Bo- 

logna: His Holynefs fent the Letter imme- 
diately to Cardinal Fourbin, who return’d 
Anfwer thae he beliew’d what was written 
to the Advantage of the Germans was ficti- 
tious. ‘The fame Evening the Chevalier 
Crifpoldi arrivd Exprefs from Prince Eu- 
gene to the Imperial Ambaffador with an 
Account of the Victory gain’d over the 
French. The Ambaffador inftantly commu- 
nicated the News to Cardinal Grimani, 
who without delay order’d feveral Copies 
of the Letter to be taken and dittributed a- 
bout the City. On Monday morning His 
Eminence Notified this Advice to all the 
Cardinals Princes and Lords that are in the 
Intereft of the Houfe of Auftria, and went 
to the German Church accompanied 
Count Lamberg and a great number of No- 
blemen, to give thanks for the Vidtory. On 
Tuefday early in the Morning the Spanifh 
Ambaflador received an Exprefs from Milan 
with a quite contrary Account of the Suc- 
cefs of that Battel : which he communicated 
to the Pope but not to the Cardinals. And 
the fame day at Night a Courier from the 
Duke de Vendome brought Advice to Car- 
dinal Janfon that the French had taken the 
Town of Luzara on the 18th. This has put 
the City of Rome almoft into an uproar, 
every Man attributing the Vi@ory to the 
Party he is inclin’d to. The publick places 
of Converfation ring of nothing but Dif- 
putes concerning the different Advices of 
this Matter ; Infomuch that the Pope has 
commanded the Cardinals not to fufter any 
Difcourfes on this Subje@, in their Palaces ; 
and the Spanifh Agent having demanded an 
Audience on Sunday laft, his Holynefs gave 
him to underftand that if he had any Bufi- 
nefs he fhould be admitted, but if he came 
with News only he was not at leifire to 
hear it. The Apoftolical Commiffary Fal- 


conieri has already caus’d 20.of the Banditi of | 


Naples to be Hang’d, who made incurfions 
into the Ecclefiaftical Territorys , and has 
fent out 500 Men to clear the Country of 
the reft. The King of Spain has yielded 
at length, leaft the Vacant Bifhopricks in 
the Kingdom of Naples fhould want Pa- 
ftors, that the Pope fhould authorize Bi- 
thops ro aé there in Virtue of Breviates, in 


which no mention is made of his Majetty’s 
Title to that Kingdom. Father Aquaviva a 
Menk, of one of the moft confiderabie Fa- 
milits in Naples, who is difaffec@ted to the 
nage Government of that Kingdom, has 
een commanded by his Holynefs through 
the Inftigation of Cardinal Janfon to depart 
out of the Ecclefiaftical State within 3 days. 
They write from Naples that the greatett 
part of the Domeiticks of the Envoy of 
Malta were fiez’d, and that it was talk’d chat 
he himfelf would be fecur’d, as being greatly 
fufpected of having had @ hand iu the latt 
Confpiracy : That the Governor of Brindifi 
had fent Advice by an Exprefs thar the 
Count de Tholoufe was entred into the 
Gulph of Venice , with defign to bombard 
fome Sea-port Towns belonging to the Em- 
peror; but that there are above 3000 of the 
Militia in Arms to oppofe his landing on 
thofe Coafts. The Town of Benevento is 
utterly ruin’d by an Earthquake.

Nuncio to the King of Spain continues to 
follicit his Catholick Majetty upon that Af- 
fair. That the Pope after having held fevee 
ral Congregations on the prefent juncture of 
Affairs in Poland, has difpatch’d Letters to 
the Cardinal Primate and to the Principal 
Noblemen of that Country, exhorting them 
earneftly to maintain the Caufe of the Ca- 


tholick Religion and of their King againft 


the Sweeds, That the Queen Dowager of 
Poland, in a long Audience which the had of 
the Pope on the 1ft Inftant, had defir’'d him 
to employ his good Offices to procure the 
Crown of Poland for one of the Princes her 
Sons, in cafe the prefent King fhould hap- 
pen to be depos’d. That Cardinal Grimani, 
in a vifit to’ther day to Cardinal Pauluci firft 
Minifter and Secretary of State, remonftra- 
ted that the Pope had fhewn new marks of 
his Affe@tion to the Kings of France and 
Spain, in fuffering the Forces of thofe 
Crowns to the number of 10000, to poft 
themfelves in the Dutchy of Parma, (which 
is a fief of the Church,) but was anfwer'd, 
Thar there was no juft Grounds for fuch a 
Complaint , and that his Holynefs carry’d 
himfelf, as much as was poflible, as a Com- 
mon Father: and that afterwards the Pope, 
having receiv’d further Intelligence that it 
was the Imperialifts who had the Vi@ory at 

Luzara, 
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Luz2ra, fent orders to the Duke of Parma 
to keep an exact Neutrality, and acquainted 
Cardinal Grimani that he would give no oc- 
cafion for the like Complaints for che Future. 
That Cardinal Fourbin having complain’d 
on his fide thac fome Germans had flung 
Dirt upon the King of France’s Arms which 
are over the Gate of Count Varani’s Palace 
at Feirara, the Pope reply’d, he would not 
concern himfelf in favour of either Party. 
That there were Quarrels in Rome every 
Day, between the Partifans of France, and 
thole of the Houfe of Auftria which were 
the more numerous, notwithftanding fome 
Perfons of each Party had been imprifon’d 
for having offended againft the Pope’s Order 
forbidding all Controverfies about the War in 
Italy on the penalty of Whipping and of a 
Vine of 25 Ducats. That the Imperial Am- 
baflador had caus'd his Domefticks to wear 
black and green Ribbons; and the Minifters 
of France and Spain had made theirs wear 
white and red ; and that the like was done 
by the Partifans on each fide, and that thefe 
Minitters entertain’d a great number of arm- 
ed Men in their Palaces: From all which 
the Pope apprehending fome diforders, had 
called home his Troops that in Viterbo and 
Veletri, and had order’d Corps de Garde to 
be placed in all the publick places of Rome.
